SEEDBOX HINTS 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


City gardeners who have only a 
small plot of ground will find the seed 
box or “ flat” a good substitute for the 
hotbed in starting seed to raise early 
crops. 

The seedbox ts a miniature hotbed. 
It must be kept in a room of 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit or more, /because, unlike 
the hotbed, manure is not used to keep 
‘the-seed bed warm. Sunshine is neces- 
sary for the best development of the: 
plants. 

Flats are inexpensive. A wooden 
box of convenient size will serve the 
purpose. The box should be small 
enough to be moved easily. Boxes 2% 
feet long and about 1% feet wide are 
usually easy to obtain. 

Spr fine gravel or cinders in a 
layer of about one inch thick over the 


garden soil. A good.soil for the seed 
bed may be made by mixing equal 
parts of sandy soil and well rotted leaf 
mold. This makes a light, spongy soil, 
which is desirable for sprouting tiny 
seed. The layer of soil need not be 
more than three iriches deep, and 
should be pressed down firmly; but 
not packed. Before the seed is planted 
the soil should be leveled with a waving 

Cabbage, lettuce, tomato, pepper, 
radishes, and various kinds of flowers 
may be started in the seedbox and 
The seed 


cast. It is perhaps best to drill them 
in rows, not more than ten seed to the 
inch. 

The soil must be neither too dry nor 
too wet or the seed will not germinate. 
After the seed. are sown the soil should 
be sprinkled lightly with water, and 
if the box is covered with glass the 
seil will hold the moisture, but remem- 
ber the plants must have air. Keep 
the temperature around 60 degrees 
if
